Cofounder 

Matthew  J.  Raphael 


A  compelling  cultural  biography  of 
the  man  who  launched  the  twelve- 
step  movement 


William  Griffith  Wilson,  recently  cited 
by  Time  magazine  as  one  of  the  hundred 
most  influential  individuals  of  the 
twentieth  century,  is  better  known  to 
many  as  Bill  W.,  cofounder  of  Alcoholics 
Anonymous.  In  Bill  W.  and  Mr.  Wilson, 
Matthew  J.  Raphael,  himself  a  member  of 
A.  A.  (and  writing  here  under  a  pseud- 
onym, in  accord  with  AA.'s  tradition  of 
anonymity),  presents  a  revealing  new 
look  at  both  the  legendary  Bill  W.  and 
the  private  Mr.  Wilson,  who  tried  to  live 
apart  from  his  own  celebrity. 

In  quest  of  a  more  historically  accurate 
and  complete  account,  Raphael  separates 
fact  from  fiction  in  the  standard  biogra- 
phies of  Wilson  and  finds  reason  to  doubt 
the  literal  truth  of  some  foundational  A.A. 
stories.  He  also  provides  a  context  for 
Wilson's  (and  thus  A.A.'s)  key  ideas  in  the 
work  of  William  James,  Carl  Jung,  and 
other  modern  thinkers.  What  emerges  is 
an  unvarnished  portrait  of  a  charismatic 
man  and  social  visionary,  whose  true 
greatness  is  all  the  more  apparent  in  view 
of  his  human  imperfections. 

Readers  already  familiar  with  Alcohol- 
ics Anonymous  will  find  much  to  engage 
them.  Others  will  discover  A.A.  and  its 
cofounder  from  an  insider's  perspective.

Finding  the  Way  Back  to 
Democracy  in  America 
Barn-  M.  Casper 


A  trenchant  critique  of  contem- 
porary American  politics  and  a 
prescription  for  future  reform 


Part  memoir,  part  public  policy  analysis, 
Lost  in  Washington  grew  out  of  the 
author's  experience  as  senior  policy 
adviser  to  Senator  Paul  Wellstone  of 
Minnesota.  An  insider's  look  at  "how 
Washington  really  works,"  the  book 
traces  the  history  of  three  major  policy 
initiatives  sponsored  by  Wellstone  after 
his  election  to  the  U.S.  Senate  in  1990:  a 
proposed  national  energy  strategy, 
campaign  finance  reform,  and  health  care 
reform.  All  three  became  the  focus  of 
contentious  public  policy  debates,  and  a 
decade  later  they  remain  unresolved 
issues  on  the  national  political  agenda. 

According  to  Barry  M.  Casper,  the 
persistent  failure  of  Congress  to  take 
action  on  these  matters  reflects  not 
simply  a  lack  of  legislative  accountability 
but  a  fundamental  breakdown  of 
American  democracy.  Most  ordinary 
citizens  today  feel  excluded  from  the 
political  process,  unable  to  exert  any  real 
influence  on  the  issues  that  most  affect 
their  lives.  One  source  of  this  alienation 
is  money — more  specifically,  the 
inordinate  influence  exercised  by  well- 
funded  special  interest  groups  that 
finance  American  election  campaigns. 
Another  is  the  concentration  of  too  much 
congressional  power  in  too  few  hands. 

To  break  the  legislative  deadlock  and 
reinvigorate  the  democratic  process  in 
America,  Casper  proposes  broadly  based 
but  locally  centered  political  action. 
Pointing  to  the  success  of  the  Clean 
Money  Campaign  Reform  initiative, 
which  has  already  passed  in  several 


states,  he  advocates  a  strategy  of  building 
grassroots  organizations  state-by-state 
until  sufficient  momentum  is  gained  to 
compel  federal  legislation.  He  also 
proposes  a  National  Citizens  Agenda- 
Setting  Initiative  that  would  allow 
organized  citizens  to  force  policy 
proposals  onto  the  congressional  agenda. 
With  these  two  additional  tools,  he 
believes,  nationwide  social  movements 
can  much  more  readily  be  constructed 
from  the  bottom  up,  inviting  ordinary 
citizens  in  rather  than  shutting  them  out, 
thus  creating  a  robust  new  framework 
for  the  practice  of  democracy  in  America.

James  Green 


The  story  of  one  man's  unflinching 
commitment  to  a  life  of  scholarship 
and  social  activism 


Deftly  blending  autobiography  and 
history,  James  Green  here  reflects  on 
thirty  years  as  an  activist,  educator,  and 
historian.  He  recounts  how  he  became 
deeply  immersed  in  political  protest  and 
in  recovering  and  preserving  the  history 
of  progressive  social  movements,  and 
how  the  two  are  linked.  His  book, 
written  in  an  engaging  and  accessible 
style,  tells  powerful  stories  of  people  in 
struggle,  framed  by  the  personal  account 
of  his  own  development. 

As  a  historian,  Green  gives  voice  to 
generations  of  Americans  who  banded 
together  to  fight  for  social  justice.  His 
subjects  range  from  the  martyrs  of  the 
Haymarket  tragedy  to  the  Bread  and 
Roses  strikers  of  1912,  from  depression- 
era  struggles  for  democracy  to  the  civil 
rights  crusaders,  from  recent  Rainbow 
Coalition  campaigns  to  the  latest  union 
organizing  drives. 

As  an  activist,  Green  describes  how  his 
participation  in  the  civil  rights  and  labor 
movements  of  our  own  time  has 
transformed  his  life,  first  as  a  student  and 
radical  scholar  in  the  1960s,  then  as  a 
public  historian  and  teacher  of  working- 
class  students.  He  also  describes  his 
efforts  to  break  free  from  academic 
confinement  and  "tell  movement  stories 
in  public,"  in  an  attempt  to  offer  hope 
and  counsel  to  those  still  fighting  for 
equality  and  fairness.  He  concludes  with 
a  revealing  look  at  how  awareness  of  past 
social  activism  has  contributed  to  the 
revival  of  the  labor  movement  during  the 


last  ten  years,  an  effort  in  which  Green 
has  been  vigorously  engaged.

A  Baseball  Life 
Reed  Browning 


The  first  major  biography  of  an 
American  legend 


He  was  the  winner  of  51 1  major  league 
baseball  games,  nearly  a  hundred  more 
than  any  other  pitcher.  He  threw  three 
no-hitters,  including  the  first  perfect 
game  in  the  new  American  League.  He 
was  among  the  original  twelve  players 
inducted  into  baseball's  Hall  of  Fame, 
and  his  name  is  now  attached  to  the 
game's  most  prestigious  pitching  award. 
Yet  for  all  his  accomplishments,  Cy 
Young  remains  to  most  baseball  fans  a 
legendary  but  little  known  figure. 

In  this  book.  Reed  Browning  re-creates 
the  life  of  Denton  True  "Cyclone"  Young 
and  places  his  story  in  the  context  of  a 
rapidly  changing  turn-of-the-century 
America.  Born  in  rural  Ohio,  the  son  of  a 
Civil  War  veteran,  Young  learned  his 
trade  at  a  time  when  only  underhand 
pitching  was  permitted.  When  he  began 
his  professional  career  in  1890,  pitchers 
wore  no  gloves  and  stood  five  feet  closer 
to  the  batter  than  they  do  today.  By  the 
time  he  retired  in  1911,  the  game  of 
baseball  had  evolved  into  its  modern 
form  and  claimed  unquestioned  status  as 
America's  "national  pastime." 

As  Browning  shows,  Young's  extraor- 
dinary mastery  of  his  craft  owed  much  to 
his  ability  to  adapt  to  the  changing  nature 
of  the  game.  Endowed  with  an  excep- 
tional fastball,  he  gradually  developed  a 
wide  array  of  deliveries  and  pitches — all 
of  which  he  could  throw  with  astonish- 
ing control.  Yet  his  success  can  also  be 
attributed,  at  least  in  part,  to  the  rustic 
values  of  loyalty,  hard  work,  and  fair  play 
that  he  embraced  and  embodied,  and  for 
which  he  became  renowned  among 
baseball  fans  of  his  day.

A  succinct  survey  of  the  Bay  State's 
rich  past,  from  the  period  of  English 
settlement  to  the  end  of  the 
twentieth  century 


From  the  moment  the  first  English 
colonists  landed  on  the  shores  of 
Plymouth  Bay,  the  experiences  of  the 
people  of  Massachusetts  have  been 
emblematic  of  larger  themes  in  American 
history.  The  story  of  the  first  Pilgrim 
thanksgiving  is  commemorated  as  a 
national  holiday,  while  the  Boston  Tea 
Party  and  Paul  Revere's  ride  have  passed 
into  the  national  mythology.  Even  the 
grimmer  aspects  of  the  American 
experience — Indian  warfare  and  the 
conquest  of  an  ever  expanding  frontier — 
were  part  of  the  early  history  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

In  this  book,  Richard  D.  Brown  and 
Jack  Tager  survey  the  rich  heritage  of  this 
distinctive,  and  distinctly  American, 
place,  showing  how  it  has  long  exerted 
an  influence  disproportionate  to  its  size. 
A  seedbed  of  revolt  against  British 
colonial  rule,  Massachusetts  has  supplied 
the  nation  with  a  long  line  of  political 
leaders — from  Samuel  and  John  Adams 
to  William  Lloyd  Garrison  and  Lucy 
Stone  to  John,  Robert,  and  Edward 
Kennedy.  Its  early  textile  mills  helped 
shape  the  industrial  revolution,  while  its 
experiences  with  urbanization,  immigra- 
tion, ethnic  conflict,  and  labor  strife 
reflected  the  growth  of  the  national 
economy.  In  the  twentieth  century,  the 
state  continued  to  lead  the  country 
through  a  series  of  wrenching  economic 
changes  as  it  moved  from  the  production 
of  goods  to  the  provision  of  services, 
eventually  becoming  a  center  of  the  high- 
tech revolution  in  telecommunications. 


If  there  is  one  common  theme  in  the 
Bay  State's  history,  Brown  and  Tager 
make  clear,  it  is  the  capacity  to  adapt  to 
change.  In  part  this  trait  can  be  attributed 
to  the  state's  unique  blend  of  resources, 
including  its  many  distinguished  colleges 
and  universities.  But  it  can  also  be 
credited  to  the  people  themselves,  who 
have  created  a  singular  sense  of  place  by 
reconciling  claims  of  tradition  with  the 
possibilities  of  innovation.  This  book  tells 
their  story.

American  Women  and  the 
Kitchen  in  the  Twentieth  Century 

Mary  Drake  McFeely 


An  engaging  look  at  the  relationship 
between  women  and  cooking  in 
American  culture 


In  the  rural  America  of  the  past,  a 
woman's  reputation  was  sometimes 
made  by  her  cherry  pie — or  her  choco- 
late layer  cake,  or  her  biscuits.  As 
America  modernized  and  as  women  left 
the  home,  entered  the  paid  labor  force, 
and  battled  their  way  to  success  in  the 
professions,  mastery  of  cooking  re- 
mained an  accepted  sign  that  a  woman 
took  her  gendered  responsibilities 
seriously.  Ironically,  over  the  course  of 
the  twentieth  century,  as  ready-made 
foods  and  kitchen  appliances  made  home 
cooking  less  essential  and  labor-intensive, 
skill  in  the  kitchen  continued  to  be 
perceived  not  only  by  society  but  often 
by  women  themselves  as  a  measure  of  a 
woman's  true  value. 

This  book  shows  how  cooking 
developed  and  evolved  during  the 
twentieth  century.  From  Fannie  Farmer 
to  Julia  Child,  new  challenges  arose  to 
replace  the  old.  Women  found  themselves 
still  tied  to  the  kitchen,  but  for  different 
reasons  and  with  the  need  to  acquire  new 
skills.  Instead  of  simply  providing 
sustenance  for  the  family,  they  now  had  to 
master  more  complex  cooking  techniques, 
the  knowledge  of  "ethnic"  cuisines,  the 
science  of  nutrition,  the  business  of 
consumerism,  and,  perhaps  most 
important  of  all,  the  art  of  keeping  their 
husbands  and  children  happy  and  healthy.

A  Woman's  Pursuit 
of  Independence  in 
Eighteenth-Century  America 

Patricia  Cleary 


A  woman  shopkeeper's  struggle  to 
achieve  economic  self-sufficiency  in 
eighteenth-century  Boston 

One  of  the  most  compelling  figures  in 
colonial  America,  Elizabeth  Murray 
(1726-1785)  was  a  Scottish  immigrant 
who  settled  in  Boston  in  her  early 
twenties  and  took  up  shopkeeping.  For 
many  years,  she  practiced  her  trade 
successfully  while  marrying  three  times, 
once  to  a  much  older  man  who  left  her 
an  extremely  rich  widow.  This  biography 
chronicles  the  life  of  this  extraordinary 
"ordinary"  woman  who  tried  to  make  a 
place  for  herself  and  other  women  in  the 
world  by  asserting  her  own  indepen- 
dence inside  and  outside  of  the  home. 

As  an  importer  and  retailer  of  British 
goods,  Murray  conducted  business  with 
merchants  and  manufacturers  in  England 
and  buyers  in  the  American  colonies, 
even  traveling  to  London  to  select  her 
own  stock.  Deeply  satisfied  by  her  work 
and  the  economic  freedom  it  brought 
her,  she  acted  as  mentor  to  other 
women,  helping  them  to  establish  shops 
of  their  own.  She  also  protected  her 
autonomy  by  demanding  prenuptial 
agreements  from  her  second  and  third 
husbands  that  gave  her  a  measure  of 
control  over  her  property  that  was  rare 
for  a  married  woman  of  her  day. 

The  spirit  of  independence  that 
Murray  so  valued  in  herself  and  nurtured 
in  other  women  was  severely  tested  by 
the  upheavals  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion. With  strong  loyalties  to  both  Britain 
and  America,  she  was  torn  by  the 
conflict,  especially  when  close  relatives 
chose  opposing  sides  and  her  third 


husband  abandoned  her,  leaving  her  to 
defend  the  family  estate  alone.  Her 
wartime  experiences — wild  midnight 
rides,  accusations  of  being  a  spy, 
quartering  both  royal  and  rebel  troops, 
and  brief  imprisonment — vividly  capture 
the  turmoil  of  the  Revolution  and 
highlight  the  range  of  her  political 
commitments. 

"There  are  so  few  biographies  of 
women  in  the  eighteenth  century 
grounded  on  primary  materials;  Cleary's 
work  is  both  needed  and  original.

A  study  of  the  origins  and  develop- 
ment of  an  important  literary  genre 


During  the  1960s,  such  works  as  Truman 
Capote's  In  Cold  Blood  and  Joan  Didion's 
Slouching  Towards  Bethlehem  were  cited  as 
examples  of  the  "new  journalism."  True 
stories  that  read  like  novels,  they 
combined  the  journalist's  task  of  factual 
reporting  with  the  art  of  fictional 
narration. 

Yet  as  John  C.  Hartsock  shows  in  this 
revealing  study,  the  roots  of  this 
distinctive  form  of  writing — whether 
called  new  journalism,  literary  journal- 
ism, or  creative  nonfiction — can  be 
traced  at  least  as  far  back  as  the  late 
nineteenth  century.  In  the  decades 
following  the  American  Civil  War, 
Stephen  Crane,  Lafcadio  Hearn,  and 
other  journalists  challenged  the  notion, 
then  just  emerging,  that  the  reporter's 
job  was  to  offer  a  concise  statement  of 
the  "objective  truth."  Drawing  on  the 
techniques  of  the  realistic  novel,  these 
writers  developed  a  new  narrative  style 
of  reporting  aimed  at  lessening  the 
distance  between  observer  and  observed, 
subject  and  object. 

By  the  1890s,  Hartsock  argues,  literary 
journalism  had  achieved  critical  recognition 
as  a  new  form  of  writing,  different  not  only 
from  "objective"  reporting  but  also  from 
the  sensationalistic  "yellow  press"  and  at 
times  the  socially  engaged  "muckrakers." 
In  the  twentieth  century,  the  form  has 
continued  to  evolve  and  maintain  its 
vitality,  despite  being  marginalized  by  the 
academic  establishment. 

A  former  journalist  who  covered 
Capitol  Hill  for  UPI  and  reported  on  the 


collapse  of  the  Soviet  Union  for  the  San 
Francisco  Examiner,  Hartsock  brings  a  fresh 
and  informed  perspective  to  the  issues  he 
examines.  The  result  is  a  concise  introduc- 
tion to  the  genesis  and  development  of  a 
significant  literary  genre.

Between  1933  and  1945,  Nazi  Germany 
systematically  destroyed  an  estimated 
100  million  books  throughout  occupied 
Europe,  an  act  that  was  inextricably 
bound  up  with  the  murder  of  6  million 
Jews.  By  burning  and  looting  libraries 
and  censoring  "un-German"  publications, 
the  Nazis  aimed  to  eradicate  all  traces  of 
Jewish  culture  along  with  the  Jewish 
people  themselves. 

The  Holocaust  and  the  Book  examines 
this  bleak  chapter  in  the  history  of 
printing,  reading,  censorship,  and 
libraries.  Topics  include  the  development 
of  Nazi  censorship  policies,  the  cele- 
brated library  of  the  Vilna  ghetto,  the 
confiscation  of  books  from  the  Sephardic 
communities  in  Rome  and  Salonika,  the 
experience  of  reading  in  the  ghettos  and 
concentration  camps,  the  rescue  of  Polish 
incunabula,  the  uses  of  fine  printing  by 
the  Dutch  underground,  and  the 
suppression  of  Jewish  books  and  authors 
in  the  Soviet  Union.

What  is  the  value  of  memory  in  human 
culture?  More  specifically,  what  role 
should  remembering — and  forgetting — 
play  in  our  daily  lives?  These  are  the 
central  questions  that  David  Gross 
addresses  in  this  original  and  thought- 
provoking  book. 

For  centuries,  Gross  points  out, 
remembering  was  considered  essential 
not  only  to  the  perpetuation  of  society 
but  to  the  maintenance  of  individual 
existence.  Survival  often  depended  on 
the  memory  of  how  to  perform  specific 
tasks,  what  values  to  honor,  and  what 
personal  or  collective  identity  to  assume. 
Remembering,  in  short,  put  one  in  touch 
with  the  things  that  mattered,  engender- 
ing wholeness  and  wisdom.

With  the  advent  of  modernity, 
however,  doubts  about  the  value  of 
memory  grew  while  the  negative 
implications  of  forgetting  were  re- 
evaluated. In  many  quarters,  forgetting 
came  to  be  defended  for  the  way  it  frees 
us  from  the  past,  opening  the  door  to 
new  perceptions,  new  possibilities,  and 
new  beginnings. 

Now,  in  late  modernity,  Gross  argues, 
we  find  ourselves  in  an  unprecedented 
situation.  For  the  first  time  in  history,  we 
are  able  to  decide,  without  the  pressure 
of  social  or  cultural  constraints,  whether 
we  want  to  remember  or  forget  and  to 
live  our  lives  accordingly.  But  which  is 
the  better  choice?  Should  we  build  our 
lives  upon  the  meanings  and  values  of  a 


faded  past?  If  so,  what  ought  we  to 
remember,  and  for  what  purpose?  Or 
should  we  instead  opt  to  forget  what  has 
come  before  and  focus  our  attention  on 
the  present  and  future,  thereby  perpetu- 
ally re-inventing  ourselves  and  the  world 
we  inhabit? 

According  to  Gross,  our  answers  to 
these  questions  will  determine  not  only 
who  we  are  but  what  we  will  become  as 
we  pass  from  late  modernity  into  the 
terra  incognita  of  the  "postmodern"  age.

In  this  sweeping  volume,  Christopher 
Norris  challenges  the  view  that  there  is  no 
room  for  productive  engagement  between 
mainstream  analytic  philosophers  and 
thinkers  in  the  post-Kantian  continental 
line  of  descent.  On  the  contrary,  he 
argues,  this  view  is  simply  the  product  of  a 
limiting  perspective  that  accompanied  the 
rise  of  logical  positivism. 

Norris  reveals  the  various  shared 
concerns  that  have  often  been  obscured 
by  parochial  interests  or  the  desire  to 
stake  out  separate  philosophical  territory. 
He  examines  the  problems  that  emerged 
within  the  analytic  tradition  as  a  result  of 
its  turn  against  Husserlian  phenomenol- 
ogy and  its  outright  rejection  of  what 
came  to  be  seen  as  a  merely  "psycho- 
logistic"  approach  to  issues  of  meaning, 
knowledge,  and  truth. 

Norris  shows  how  these  problems 
have  resurfaced  in  various  forms  from 
the  heyday  of  logical  empiricism  to  the 
present.  He  provides  critical  readings  of 
such  philosophers  as  Willard  Quine, 
Thomas  Kuhn,  Donald  Davidson,  Hilar)' 
Putnam,  Richard  Rorty,  Michael 
Dummett,  Thomas  Nagel,  and  John 
McDowell.  He  also  offers  a  running 
discussion  of  Wittgenstein's  influence 
and  its  harmful  effect  in  promoting  a 
placidly  consensus-based  theory  of 
knowledge. 

On  the  continental  side,  Norris  argues 
for  a  reassessment  of  Husserl's  phenom- 
enological  project  and  its  potential 
contribution  to  present  day  Anglo- 
American  debates  in  epistemology  and 


philosophy  of  science.  He  discusses 
Bachelard,  Canguilhem,  and  the  French 
tradition  of  rationalisme  applique  as  an 
alternative  to  Kuhnian  conceptions  of 
scientific  paradigm  change.  This  leads 
him  to  suggest  a  non-Wittgensteinian 
way  around  the  problems  that  have 
dogged  more  traditional  theories  of 
knowledge  and  truth. 

In  two  chapters  on  the  work  of 
Jacques  Derrida,  Norris  explores  the 
"supplementary"  logic  of  deconstruction 
and  compares  it  with  other  recent 
proposals  for  a  nonstandard  logic.  Here 
again  he  stresses  the  community  of 
interests  between  the  two  philosophical 
cultures  and  the  extent  to  which 
continental  thinking  has  engaged  certain 
issues  with  a  rigor  largely  ignored  by 
Anglophone  writers. 

By  bringing  a  fresh  perspective  to 
questions  that  have  often  been  consid- 
ered the  exclusive  preserve  of  analytic 
philosophy,  Norris  offers  an  overview  of 
current  debates  that  is  at  once  refresh- 


ingly open-minded  and  sure  of  its  own 
argumentative  bearings.

Whether  they  involved  goods,  words,  or 
ideas,  acts  of  giving  and  trading  were 
fundamental  in  early  Indian-white 
contacts.

To  illustrate  the  complexities  of  these 
cross-cultural  transactions,  the  author 
looks  closely  at  the  work  of  linguist, 
trader,  and  missionary  Roger  Williams, 
whose  A  Key  into  the  Language  of  America 
at  once  serves  the  purposes  of  transla- 
tion, conversion,  and  trade.  Murray  also 
examines  the  changing  meaning  and 
representation  of  wampum,  the  quintes- 
sential medium  of  exchange  in  the  early 
colonial  period,  as  well  as  the  multiple 
processes  of  conversion  taking  place  as 
Christian  ideas  were  incorporated  into 
Indian  cultures.

She  then  juxtaposes 
these  documents  to  the  writings  of  better 
known  Native  Americans  like  Samson 
Occom  as  well  as  to  the  published  works 
of  Anglo-Americans,  such  as  Mary 
Rowlandson's  famous  captivity  narrative 
and  Eleazor  Wheelock's  accounts  of  his 
charity  schools. 

In  their  search  for  ostensibly  "authen- 
tic" Native  voices,  scholars  have  tended 
to  overlook  the  writings  of  Christian 
Indians.  Yet,  Wyss  argues,  these  texts 
reveal  the  emergence  of  a  dynamic 
Native  American  identity  through 
Christianity.  More  specifically,  they  show 
how  the  active  appropriation  of  New 
England  Protestantism  contributed  to  the 
formation  of  a  particular  Indian  identity 
that  resisted  colonialism  by  using  its 
language  against  itself.

This  volume  brings  together  much  of 
the  poetry  and  a  selection  of  correspon- 
dence by  an  enormously  talented  but 
underappreciated  poet  of  the  Harlem 
Renaissance.  Cousin  of  novelist  Dorothy 
West  and  friend  of  Zora  Neale  Hurston, 
Helene  Johnson  (1905-1995)  first  gained 
literary  prominence  when  James  Weldon 
Johnson  and  Robert  Frost  selected  three 
of  her  poems  for  prizes  in  a  1926 
competition.  During  the  late  1920s  and 
early  1930s  her  poetry  appeared  in 
various  small  magazines,  such  as  the 
Saturday  Evening  Quill,  Palms,  Opportunity, 
and  Harlem.  In  1933  Johnson  married, 
and  two  years  later  her  last  published 
poem,  "Let  Me  Sing  My  Song,"  appeared 
in  Challenge,  the  journal  West  had 
founded  to  revive  the  spirit  of  the 
Harlem  Renaissance. 

In  his  well-researched  introduction, 
Verner  D.  Mitchell  reconstructs 
Johnson's  life,  the  details  of  which  have 
long  been  veiled  from  public  view,  and 
places  her  in  the  context  of  a  vital  literary 
tradition.  In  addition  to  discussing  her 
relationship  with  West,  Hurston,  and 
other  black  women  writers,  he  explores 
the  distinctive,  at  times  radical,  qualities 
of  her  work.  Ever  willing  to  defy  the 
genteel  conventions  that  governed 
women's  writing,  Johnson  wrote  poems 
on  erotic  themes  and  engaged  the 
aesthetic,  gender,  and  racial  politics  of 
her  time.

A  new  edition  of  a  classic  work  on 
the  art  of  landscape  design 


Ossian  Cole  Simonds  (1855-1931)  was 
one  of  the  country  's  earliest  and  most 
important  landscape  architects,  the 
progenitor  of  the  "middle-western 
movement"  of  landscape  design.  He  laid 
out  college  campuses,  arboretums, 
estates,  parks,  and  the  much  admired 
Graceland  Cemetery  in  Chicago.  He  was 
also  an  influential  teacher,  author,  and 
founder  of  university  programs  in 
landscape  architecture,  and  the  only 
midwesterner  among  the  eleven  charter 
members  of  the  American  Society  of 
Landscape  Architects. 

First  published  in  1920,  Landscape- 
Gardening  presents  Simonds's  carefully 
conceived  and  still  timely  ideas  about  an 
approach  to  landscape  design  in  which 
nature  is  both  partner  and  model.  In 
eighteen  well-illustrated  chapters,  he 
addresses  the  design  of  many  different 
types  of  landscapes — from  residences  to 
parks  to  school  grounds — and  recom- 
mends an  approach  based  on  respect  for 
natural  systems  and  acceptance  of 
stewardship  responsibility. 

Many  of  Simonds's  ideas  were  remark- 
ably prescient.  He  encouraged  the  use  of 
native  plants;  he  called  for  the  protection 
of  land  for  aesthetic  as  well  as  utilitarian 
reasons;  he  championed  interconnected 
park  and  boulevard  systems  or  "green- 
ways";  he  encouraged  the  planting  of 
"nature  gardens";  and  he  proposed 
thoughtful  solutions  to  the  increasingly 
ragged  edges  of  early  twentieth-century 
cities,  warning  of  sprawl  long  before  the 
word  was  invented. 

Simonds  wrote  his  book  in  response  to 
what  he  saw  as  alarming  changes  in  the 


American  landscape.  Through  it,  he 
hoped  to  teach  both  professional  and 
general  audiences  how  to  read  the 
natural  landscape,  and  to  respect  and 
protect  its  beauty  while  creating  ever 
more  harmonious  places  in  which  to  live. 
This  facsimile  edition  includes  a  new 
introduction  by  Robert  E.  Grese,  which 
places  Simonds's  gracefully  written  text 
in  historical  perspective,  elucidating 
many  of  the  broad  themes  of  the 
profession's  early  years.
